WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Using 
as examples the difficulties of the 
Missouri Pacific and the Wabash 
railroads, which have their general 
offices in St. Louis, Chairman 
Wheeler of the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee told the Senate 
today that current reorganization 
plans fail to make sound provis- 
ions for future financing through 
stocks and so are harbingers of re- 
newed insolvencies. 


Wheeler submitted the first of a 
series of reports on the findings of 
his subcommittee, appointed to in- 
vestigate railroad financing. The 
findings foreshadow a bill he ex- 
pects to-introduce soon to estab- 
lish minimum standards in railroad 
reorganization. This bill, he said, 
will include provisions “for speed- 
ing. up reorganization procedure 
and for revising existing provisions 
in the railroad bankruptcy statute 
which have the effect of giving 
holding companies a stranglehold 
on railroad reorganizations.” 

Rejects Pians tor Both Lines, 


In advance of this’ so-called 
“wringer” method of railroad re- 
organization, Wheeler in his re- 
port rejected the plans filed by 
the receivers for the Wabash in 
the United States District Court 
at St. Louis in January last year 
and the Stedman bondholders’ 
committee plans for the Missouri 
Pacific filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in Septem- 
ber, 1937. 

Consummation of these  pro- 
posed plans, the report concluded, 
“would not only be a costly waste 
of reorganization expenses on a 
temporary makeshift, but would 
also adversely affect all shippers 
whom the Wabash and Missouri 
Pacific serve, all the workers they 
employ, and all the industries that

Their Resistance “Major Obstacle.” 


“The resistance ‘of two such for- 

midable organizations as the Penn- 
sylvania System and the Alleghany 
Corporation,” the report said, “must 
be regarded as a major obstacle 
to the proposed . elimination - of 
junior securities. 
“Opposition. to eliminating in- 
come bonds from the reorganized 
capital structures of the new Mis- 
souri Pacific and the new Wabash, 
which should be done, is still an- 
other -major obstacle to the solu- 
tion of the problem of recurring 
bankruptcies. The principal recip- 
ients income bonds, as contem- 
plated by the plans. under discus- 
Sion, would be the insurance com- 
panies who now hold junior bonds 
in these railroads, These institu- 
tions are strongly opposed to tak- 
ing prior preferred stock, but are 
willing to accept income bonds.” 

The report quoted testimony of 
Frederick H. ‘Ecker, chairman of 
the board of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co., to the effect that 
he favored income bonds over 
prior preferred stock, because 
bonds would be given better treat- 
ment than stocks should the Fed- 
eral Government take over the 
railroads.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Com- 
menting on the forced resignation 
of Judge Martin T. Manton of the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in New York, President 
Roosevelt at his press conference 
late yesterday implied that he 
would like to see a law to prevent 
Judges from having outside busi- 
ness interest, but said he realized 
the difficulty of drafting. legisla~ 
tion that would not work a hard- 
ship on upright Judges. 

The President made this obser- 
vation after he had read to re- 
porters Judge Manton’s letter of- 
fering to resign by March 1 and 
his own icily formal letter making 
the resignation effective Feb. 7. 

Asked if legislation could not 
be enacted to prevent Federal 


Judges from having extensive busi- 
ness interests, or, to use a phrase 
of Chairman Sumners of the 
House. Judiciary Committee, to 
make them “take the veil,” the 
separ gi ‘replied that thls raised 
an interésting question: What can 
& person who accepts a govern- 
mental position do with his prop- 
erty if he has considerable means? 
It would bé awfully hard to draft 
a law, the PreSident continued, to 
permit such = person to retain his 
property, allowing him legitimate 
management of it, and at the 
same time being explicit enough to 
prevent abuses. 


Specific Inhibitions. 


When it was pointed out to him 
that Congress had made such stat- 
utory inhibitions apply to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board governors and 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
missioners, the: President replied 
that these officials had duties’ re- 
lating to specific business activities, 
such as banks, stock exchanges and 
fiscal’ operations. Judges, he said, 
had jurisdiction over -a wide range 
of activities. He asked his inquirer 
what solution he had to offer to ac- 
complish what he and the reporter 
wanted, and when the reporter said 
that he favored the public listing 
of Federal Judges’ business inter- 
ests, the President replied that this 
might be worked out, and laughing- 
ly added that it might even be 
extended to such quasi-public agents 
as the owners of newspapers.

TWO CHILDREN 
PERISH IN FIRE 
INE. ST. LOUNS 


Suffocated When Softball 
Park Office in Which 
Family Lived Is 
troyed, Trapping Them, 


MOTHER IS INJURED 
SAVING. TWO OTHERS 


Father, Away at Time of 
Blaze, Helps Remove 
Bodies—Three Dogs Also 
Burned to Death. 


Two small children of Ernest C. 
Goff, a hauler, died of suffocation 
in a fire which broke out shortly 
after last midnight in a frame 
ticket office and soft drink stand 
in which the family lives at the 
East Side Softball Park, Twenty- 


second street and St. Clair avenue, 


East St. Louis. 

The two children, Frederick, 3 
years old, and Frances Jean, 2, 
were sleeping in one of the two 
rooms in the building when fire 
started in the other, apparently 
from an overheated stove. There 
were no windows in their bedroom, 
and no exit except through the 
other . room. 


Mother Saves Two Children. 


Mrs. Goff, who said she had fall- 
én asleep across a bed near the 
stove, helped two older children 
from the bedroom, but the flames 
spread so rapidly neighbors would 
not let her return. She suffered 
serious burns of the face, arms and 
legs. 

Clara, 7, and Ernest Jr., 4, who 
lost his left foot in an automobile 
accident last fall, were burned less 
seriously on the hands and legs. 
All were taken to°St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital. Mrs. Goff is 23/years old. 

Goff was attending a meeting of 
the National Guard in St. Louis 
and returned shortly after firemen 
arrived. He assisted them in re- 
moving the bodies of his two chil- 
dren after a hole had been chopped 
in the bedroom wall. 

Guarded Park to Pay Rent. 

The family, which formerly lived 
in trailer camps in East St. Louis, 
had been using the building since 
the softball park closed last Sep- 
tember. Goff, 25, obtained the 
quarters free of rent in return for 
watching the grounds. The family 
also hag been receiving $20 2 month 
in relief payments. 

Firemen extinguished the blaze 
in about five minutes, after it had 
destroyed the interior. They esti- 
mated damage at $500. Three dogs 
were burned to death and a fourth 
escaped. 

Funeral services for the children 
were conducted this afternoon by 
the Salvation Army at the Nieder- 
feld Undertaking. Co., 455 North 
Ninth street, with burial in Mount 
Hope Cemetery. Township relief 
officials donated $60 toward the fu- 
neral expenses.

NEW YORK BUILDINGS 
TIED UP BY STRIKE 


4000 Qut, Union Says, When 
Elevator Men Quit, 1400 
Realty Agents Assert.

NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—The 
crowded sidewalks of Manhattan’s 
midtown fur and garment district 
were further jammed today by a 
sudden strike of elevator operators 


which left thousands of workers 20 
s. vies or more below their shops. 

Pickets pushed through the 
throngs along Broadway, Seventh 
and Eighth avenues and connecting 
crosstown streets. 

James J. Bambrick, president of 
Local 32-B of the Building Service 
Employes’ International, said the 
strike had spread. to 550 buildings. 
Officials of the Penn-Zone Realty 
Association and the Midtown Real- 
ty Association, agents for many of 
the structures, said service was in- 
terrupted in 131 . buildings. 

The union is seeking a 15 per 
cent wage increase and a‘ work 
week reduction from 48 to 40 
hours. 

A three-year contract between 
representatives of the Penn-Zone 
and Midtown Realty Associations 
and the union expired last night. 

Bambrick said about 4000 union 
members were out. The agents put 
the number at 1200 or 1400. 

There are about 250,000 persons 
employed by tenants in the. build- 
ings in which the strike is in 
progress and in the immediate vi- 
cinity. 

Police Commissioner Lewis J.| 
Valentine assigned 300 patrolmen | 
and detectives .to the strike area 
and said a policeman would be sta- 
tianed at each building affected. 

Representatives of the employer 
town associations contend they 
can not afford extra costs entailed 
in meeting _the union’s de 
mand for a 40-hour week. Union 
employes work 48 hours under a 
contract signed in 1936, which. ex- 
pired Monday midnight.

GERMAN EXPORTS FALL 
9.2 PER GENT IN 1938 


Still Exceeded by Imports — 
Warning of Fuekrer Hitler 
Recalled. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Feb. 1.—Compared with 
1937,, German . exports in . 1938 
dropped off 9.2 per cent, or 531,- 
500,000 marks ($212,600,000), official 
trade figures disclosed today. In 
the minds of foreign observers the 
figures emphasized the statement 


made by Reichsfuehrer Hitler in 
his speech Monday: “The German 
people either live—meaning export 
—or they die.” 

“The volume of Germany’s for- 
eign trade showed a 1.4 per cent 
increase during the year, but im- 
ports still exceeded exports by 192,- 
400,000 marks ($76,960,000.) 

Total 1938 imports by Germany, 
exclusive of Austria and Sudeten- 
land, amounted to  5,449,300,000 
marks ($2,179,720,000) while exports 
totaled 5,256,900,000 marks ($2,102,- 
760,000.) 

German purchases from the Unit- 
ed States increased 43.5 per cent 
over the previous year despite dip- 
lomatic tension between thé two 
nations during the latter part of 
the year. 

The United States in 1938 in- 
creased its exports to Germany by 
$49,080,000 to a total of $161,040,000, 
while German goods sold to the 
United States decreased $59,720,000. 
increasing Germany's trade balance 
in favor of the United States from 
$29,240,000 to $122,120,000. 

The trade figures disclosed Ger- 
many appeared in the United States 
market as a buyer of corn, wheat, 
gasoline, oils and scrap iron. Ger- 
man purchases of Canadian lumber 
and copper, Brazilian coffee and/ia 
cocoa, Chilean copper and Uru- 
guayan wool also showed an up- 


jward trend during the year.

He refrained from saying even a 
few words to his followers as he 
distributed. medals to the relatives 
of Spanish and Ethiopian war dead 
in services at the great national 


zia, amd later watched the troops 
march past in the broad Via Na- 
zionale. 

The events were in observance 
of the sixteenth anniversary of the 


Fascist militia’s organization. 
While a brief speech had been 
expected by many, the lack of one 
occasionéd no great surprise. Dip- 
lomatic quarters in the last few 
days have come to the belief that 
Premier Mussolini would mark 
time until the end of the Spanish 
war before giving any official indi- 
cations of what plans he might have 
—plans which agitation by the Fas- 
cist press have indicated revolved 
about a demand upon France to 
grant colonial concessions in Africa. 


Gunfire and Medals. 
Machine guns and artillery set up 
a deafening din as Mussolini strode 
up the broad marble steps to open 
the ritual. 

Machine gun fire sounded again 
each time he stepped forward to 
pin decorations on the black-garbed 
widows and mothers, many of them 
with trembling hands as they gave 
the Fascist salute. 

The decorations ceremony com- 
pleted, the Italian leader drove 
away by auto to review his black- 
shirt battalions without addressing 
the group of women. 

Diplomats and foreign military 
attaches were invited to the mili- 
tary spectacle, a visual reminder of 
a part of the strength which Adolf 
Hitler linked with that of Germany 
in his Reichstag speech as “strong 
enough to safeguard peace” and “to 
end resolutely and successfully any 
conflict which irresponsible éle- 
ments lightly start.”

EARTHQUAKE RELIEF 
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FUND IN GHILE SOUGHT 


President Asks Congress for 
$125,000,000, More Than 
Double National Budget.

SANTIAGO, Chile, Feb. 1.—Pres- 
ident Pedro Aguirre Cerda asked 
the Chilean Congress today to set 
up a 2,500,000,000 pero ($125,000,000) 
fund for relief and rehabilitation of 
last week’s earthquake zone, where 
it is estimated 30,000 persons per- 


ished. 

Congress is expected to grant his 
request. The amount, one and a 
half times greater than Chile’s an- 
nual budget, probably will be raised 
by specialetaxes.

, El Salto Observatory here an- 
nounced that Chile was going 
through a “season of earthquakes.” 
A quake of moderate intensity was 
felt Monday night at La Serena, 
600 miles north of last week’s dis- 
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Chillan, which was virtually leveled 
last week. Reports ef additional 
earth shocks around Concepcion 
apparently were unfounded, but 
spread panic amohge survivors 
camped in Concepcion’s parks as 
well as among persons with roofs 
still overhead. 


Observatories around Santiago 
reported that more than 300-earth 
shocks had been recorded in the 
last week. Many of the shocks 
were so slight they were unfelt. 

At least three volcanoes were un- 
usually active. Reports reaching 
Santiago said the Liaima volcano 


‘In the Chillan area and the Quizapu 


volcano near Talca, also in the 
southern zone, were putting on mi- 
nor displays of life. 


The Governor of Biobio Province 
reported that Antuco volcano, 9807 
feet high, had come to life after 
two centuries of inactivity.. The 
Governor said the glare from An- 
tuco’s crater could be seen miles 
away. Antuco is about 125 miles 
southeast of Concepcion. 


A cyclonic storm born in the 
Andes swept through the town of 
Los Andes Monday, stalling a train 
carrying food and medicine to the 
disaster area. 

The fear of rainstorms, accentu- 
ated by the piling up of storm 
clouds, caused calls for tarpaulins 
and other shelter from the stricken 
zone. Chillan and Parral authori- 
ties believed a downpour was immi- 
nent. 

Bad weather at Chillan would 
multiply the hardships of the living 
and hamper the task of burying 
the dead. Most of the survivors 
and their supplies of food and medi- 
cine were exposed. Storms would 
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ground planes which have facilitat- 
ed the most urgent relief work.

Tattered Emblem Which Disap- 

peared in 1861 Found in Hawk- 

eye Historical Building. 

DES MOINES, Ia., Feb. 1—By 
action of an Iowa House of Repre- 
sentatives Committee on Military 
Affairs, a tattered emblem of the 
“Republic of Alabama” will be re- 
stored to the archives of that state.

“The expressions of support Siete 
3,600,000 members of the CIO,” said 
Thomas, “blast forever Martin’s 
claims of support among organized 
labor. Martin is isolated. He has 
no support whatever among the 
millions of the CIO. Therefore his 
only aid can come outside the CIO, 
from its enemies.” 

However, aids of Martin, whom 
the UAW executive board ousted as 
president, went ahead today with 
plans for the Detroit convention, 
saying he had 250,000 followers in 
the UAW. The union puts its total 
membership at 375,000, and the 
Thomas group says it has the sup- 
port of more than 200,000 of them. 

Martin scoffed at yesterday’s ac- 
tion by the Thomas group in fil- 
ing a complaint with the National 
Labor Relations Board because of 
his attempt to organize Ford Motor 
Co. workers. The complaint charged 
Martin and others with “conspir- 
acy” to form a company union.

MERIC OL. SEIZURES 
AD TO U.S. LAWSUIT 


Eastern States Concern Gets 
Injunction Against Dutch 
Shell Interference. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—Expropria- 
tion of American and Dutch oil 
properties by the Mexican Govern- 
ment led to two legal actions in 
United States District Court yester- 
day. | 

A temporary injunction against 
several corporations of the Royal 
Dutch Shell group was issued on 
complaint of the Eastern States 
Petroleum Co., Inc., at about the 
same time, a counter claim of $1,- 
700,000 against the Eastern States 
concern was filed by the Mexican 
Eagle Oil Co., which charged illegal 


ated oil lands. The Royal Dutch 


group controls the Mexican con- 
cern. 

Eastern States, which buys its 
crude oil from the Mexican Govy- 
ernment, obtained from Judge Rob- 
ert P. Patterson a temporary re- 
straining order against Asiatic 
Petroleum Corporation and the An- 
glo-Mexican Petroleum Corporation 
and Harold Wilkinson, president of 
both, from interfering with the 
plaintiff's business. 

Eastern States asked for the in- 
junction, pending hearing of its 
$1,500,000 damage suit under the 
Sherman and Clayton Anti-trust 
acts. The plaintiff charged the 
Dutch Shell concerns conspired to 
“drive it out of business.” 

In granting the injunction, Judge 
Patterson held the plaintiff had 
made a “fair showing of interfer- 
ence and intrusion in the contrac- 
tural relations of the plaintiff and 
its customers.” 

“There is evidence,” he _ said, 

“tending to show the existence of a 
strong and widespread feeling in 
the trade that the expropriations 
and confiscations were unjust and 
should not be countenanced. 
“The defendants do not dispute, 
for the present at least, that valid 
title to the oil was acquired by the 
Mexican Government and passed to 
the plaintiff, whether or not the oil 
is confiscated property.” 

The court held that any redress 
against injustices involved in the 
confiscation must be left to the 
United States and British Govern- 
ments’ political branches. 

The Mexican concern’s action was 
filed as a counterclaim to the East- 
ern States suit against tht Royal 
Dutch Shell affiliates. Oil from the 
Posa Rica field has been brought 
under bond’ to Houston, Tex., re- 
fined and shipped abroad, the 
counterclaim said, and sold to the 
Italian Navy.

TO SAFEGUARD THE JUDICIARY. 

Periodically the public has experienced a sense 
of outrage at revelations of judicial misconduct 
paralleling the charges which have led to the resigna- 
tion of Judge Martin T. Manton from the New York 
division of the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. Will the shocking disclosures affecting Judge 


| Manton be allowed to grow stale without having 


produced any further safeguards to the integrity of 
the courts than have the previous scandals? 

While the Federal judiciary undoubtedly ranks 
higher than the judiciary of the various states, a 
score of instances could be cited to show the need 
for removing the temptation to profit from the ap- 
pointment of referees, receivers, trustees and attor- 
neys in bankruptcy cases. In addition to this, as is 
poignantly illustrated in several of the suits de- 
cided by Judge Manton, there may be a conscious 
or subconscious impulse to decide the issues in a 
way that may favor the private business interests 
of the jurist himself. 

A Judge, like Caesar's wife, should be above 
suspicion, and it has been the custom to rely upon 
the private code of honor to keep him so. But 
Chairman Hatton Sumners of the House Judiciary 
Committee and Senator Borah, than whom few mem- 
bers of Congress have a better working knowledge 
of the judiciary, are now of the opinion that a pri- 
vate code of honor is not enough. Consequently 
they are giving thought to the preparation of bills 
whose purpose will be to guarantee that the de- 
cisions of Federal Judges represent justice undiluted 
and undistorted by personal interest. 

Senator Borah makes this pointed observation: 

When a man enters public life, he should for- 
gwear all ambitions to make more money than 
his official salary. A Federal Judge knows when 
appointed that he is assured an adequate income 
for life, and should accordingly scale his stand- 
ard of living to that income, If this involves 

a sacrifice he is unwilling to make, he should 

not take the position. There will be plenty of 

public-spirited citizens, just as competent, who 
will accept the honor. 

A Federal Judge receives from $10,000 to $20,000 
a year, according to rank, with certain perquisétes in 
addition, and is assured of this income even after 
he retires. Even the lowest figure is nearly 10 
times as much as the income of the average Ameri- 
can family. If the dignity of the bench and an op- 
portunity for public service appeal to a man so little 
that he cannot be satisfied with this income, without 
pursuing private business ventures, he should forego 
the appointment. 

The public can feel sure, as Senator Borah sug- 
gests, that the appointment will be acceptable to 
plenty of other citizens who are just as well versed 
in the law but whose acquisitive instinct is less 
pronounced, 

There is no lack of precedent for legislation of 
the type that Representative Sumners and Senator 
Borah propose. Members of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission are prohibited from engaging in 
any other business, vocation or employment. Mem- 
ber of the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System are required to divest themselves of bank 
stocks, and similar regulations affect various other 
administrative bodies. If it is. sound public policy 
to enforce a separation of interests in our adminis- 
trative tribunals, whose members serve for stated 
terms, is it not much more desirable to pursue a 
similar course with Judges, who are appointed for 
life and whose derelictions are much more destruc- 
tive of confidence in government? 

No law, to be sure, can take the place of personal 
honor and integrity as qualifications of a Judge, but 
it should be possible to prescribe standards that will 
protect that overwhelming portion of our judiciary 
which does endeavor to live up to the code from em- 
barrassment at the hands of a weak and unstable mi- 


nority.

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| ® AN UNBORN LEGAL BRAT. 

A brazen masterpiece of forgery and deception, 
which has been worth $100,000 a year to its benefi- 
ciaries, was contrived in Jefferson City on the last 
day of the legislative session of 1931. A bill was 
certified to, in the record of the House Journal, as 
having been passed by the House, with a purported 
roll call attached, notwithstanding the House had 
defeated the bill on its original presentation and re- 
jected it a second time on motion to reconsider. 

The then Gov. Henry 8S. Caulfield, unaware of the 
fraud, signed‘the bill, and later the then Attorney- 
General Stratton Shartel ruled by a finespun tech- 
nicality that the law was in effect. It has remained 

effect continuously since its sinister origin, thanks 
to the inaction of the present Attorney-General, Mc- 
Kittrick. And now the Statute Revision Commis- 
sion would add the classic touch by a bill it has pre- 
pared to perpetuate as a living law a law that never 
was born, and thus continue forever illegal profits 
accruing to insurance companies (life companies ex- 
cluded) organized in Missouri. 

The strange, eventful history of this daring. theft 
was traced step by step in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. 
As introduced in the Senate, where it was regularly 
passed, the bill exempted the designated insurance 
companies from the general property taxes and 
levied, by way of substitute, a tax of 2 per cent on 
premiums written. It was, as we have said, a six- 
figure gift to the companies, taken out of the reve- 
nues of the State and cities and counties. 

The forgery was discovered by Boyd Carroll, Jef- 
ferson City correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. An 
investigating committee quickly developed conclu- 
sive evidence of fraud. The House, by resolution, ex- 
punged from the journal the unsavory record of 
passage. But Shartel, of Young Brothers memory, 
gave the legal brat his official blessing. The next 
session dt the House formally requested McKittrick 
to test the validity of the act in the courts, without 
result. 

It is now up to the Statute Revision Commission. 
The chairman, Senator Phil Donnelly, and Repre- 
sentative Junge, directly charged with revising the 
insurance laws, say they had no knowledge of the 
$100,000 hoax, but will look into it.

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SENATOR CASEY TRIES A NEW ANGLE. 

State Senator Casey strolled into a Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee hearing for the Highway 
Commission Monday and asked why the commission 
did not furnish the official Blue Book with the poli- 
tics of its employes. Carl W. Brown, chief engineer 
for the commission, replied that it had never been 
necessary, that he had hired some 6000 men and 
never asked them their politics. Whereupon Casey, 
one of the main cogs in the authoritarian Pendergast 
machine, triumphantly retorted, “Then you don’t 
know whether you employ Nazis or Communists, do 
you?” 

It is indeed thrilling to find the redoubtable Casey 
at the ramparts, waving the Stars and Stripes, guard- 
ing against any sign of the Hammer and Sickle and 
the Swastika on the distant horizon. It is not surpris- 
ing, though, to find that he is waving the well-known 
red herring as well. Fdér what Casey really is in- 
terested in is making a pie counter out of a non- 
partisan department. Other politicians have had the 
same thought. The late Charles U. Becker, in all his 
power as Secretary of State, was unable to po- 
liticalize the department into an appanage of the 
party in power. The Quinn resolution, engineered 
by a slick set of meat hounds in 1935, also fell flat. 
But never before has anyone thought of trying to 
sneak the pie counter in the back door under guise 
of 100 per cent Americanism. 

Casey, however, shows a vicious determination to 
succeed. He followed up the Nazi-Communist play 
by using his control of the Senate to block an ap- 
propriation resolution by which the Highway De- 
partment employes and contractors would be paid. 
He calmly explained that the action was a result of 
the department’s not listing the political affiliations 
of its employes as he desired. Matters are at a 
pretty pass when one man in the State Senate is 
80 powerful that he can frankly attempt to penalize 
a non-partisan department into the mire of politics,

Today, the city’s big-time rackets have 
been smashed, most of the top-flight rack- 
eteers imprisoned, a gangster reign of ter- 
ror brought to an end, a ring of criminals 
ousted from the Police Department and the 


city’s civic morale lifted from what had 


been an all-time low. 

For this job, which Cleveland likes to com- 
pare with Dewey’s purge in New York City, 
Ness had the backing of a reform Mayor, 
Harold H. Burton. 

Burton picked Ness as his Safety Direc- 
tor because, by all accounts, he was the 
best available. man for the job. He had been 
one of the G-men who had helped smash 
Capone’s rackets and send Al to Alcatraz. 

For 20 years the city’s underworld had 
operated in alliance with officials of the 
Police Department. Organized labor was 
victimized by gangster-leaders. Don Camp- 
bell and John McGee collected an enormous 
tribute from the building industry and 
backed their threats with professional bomb- 
ers, who produced a reign of terror, and 
paralyzed construction activities. Police- 
protected gambling joints had become sanc- 
tuaries for nationally known criminals, The 
crooks, in the Police Department and out 
of it, had their way at the polls. Two grand 
juries had whitewashed the situation.

It was clear that Ness would have to be- 
gin with the crooks in the Police Depart- 
ment—old hands at the game and not easily 
Caught. Ness needed a break. 

It came, finally, Clayton Fritchey, ace 
reporter of the Cleveland Press, found at his 
desk one day early in 1936 a huge Slovenian, 
Gus Korach. Korach, it appéared, had saved 
$2000, which he had recently invested in cem- 
etery lots, 80 of them. Most of his frugal 
neighbors were doing the same thing. Gus, 
however, was suspicious. Wouldn’t the Press 
find out for him if everything was all 
right? 

Fritchey unearthed a major racket that 
was taking several million dollars a year, 
chiefly from foreign-born people. Already 
it had sold cemetery plots sufficient for 
Cleveland’s needs for the next 500 years. 
One $6000 bit of pasture land had been 
boosted into a $6,000,000 clean-up. 

Fritchey and Norman Shaw, his city ed- 
itor, got in touch with the County Prose- 
cutor and his assistant. The grand jury that 
they finally got together was not an aggre- 
gation of whitewashers. The kingpin of the 
cemetery wegen committed suicide. A 
good many of his Subordinates fled the city. 

But Fritchey was not convinced that the 
clean-up was complete. Victims had spoken 
frequently about a mysterious John L. 
Dacek. Fritchey figured a long time over 
that name, which sounded familiar. One 
night he got out a pencil and paper and 
worked with the letters until there flashed 


“through his mind the name of a notorious 


Captain of police—L. J. Cadek! That meant 
something. 

Cadek, for 20 years and for a large profit, 
had been the boss of the city’s vice and gam- 


bling. The cemetery racket was a “natural” | 


for him. He went into it as John L, Da- 
cek—too cocksure to get a good alias. 
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Fritchey found the out-of-the-way banks 
in which Cadek had deposited $139,000. He 
found that the captain’s de luxe automo- 
biles were gifts from two dangerous gang- 
sters. He got a line on who paid Cadek 
for protection and how much they paid. He 
turned over his information to the Prosecu- 
tor and a month later Cadek was on his 
way to the penitentiary. 

That was the break that Ness had been 
waiting for. He, a Republican, immediate- 
ly formed an alliance with the two Demo- 
cratic Prosecutors, McNamee and Culli- 
tan. For three months Ness and Fritchey 
carried on an undercover investigation. 
Then, on Oct, 6, Ness began his purge of 
the Police Department with the summary 
suspension of eight officers, All were im- 
mediately indicted for bribery. The record 
to date on the police crooks stands at six 
trials, six convictions, six prison sentences. 
Still another pleaded guilty. 

After that preliminary housecleaning there 
was a wave of police resignations. Ness 
filled the vacancies with men of his own 
choosing—more than half of them college 
graduates. Then, with a rejuvenated Police 
Department, he was moved against McGee 
and Campbell—the city’s arch terrorists.

Campbell was president of the Painters’ 
District Council, head of the Glaziers’ Union 
and tied up with other locals. McGee bossed 
the Laborers’ District Council. Campbell, 
because of his position in the Glaziers’ 


Union, was emperor of the city’s glass in-| 


dustry and he exacted an emperor’s toll. No 
glass of any kind was sent:anywhere with- 
out his permission. If a builder tried to go 
ahead, even with full union workers, a bomb 
or a brick chastened his recklessness. In 
the end most builders were obliged to pay 
Campbell his shakedown fee. Then Camp- 
bell formed a glazing company of his own; 
builders not only had to pay the usual 
shakedown, but also had to buy from him. 

McGee had, organized the Window Wash- 
ers’ Union in 1934. He used the same tac- 
tics to get his men employed that Campbell 
had used to promote his glass. 

It took several months to gather trial-proof 
evidefice and get together a group of busi- 
ness men willing to see the case through. 
With that backing, however, Ness got the 
necessary indictments. 

Campbell and McGee were not alarmed. 
They put together a $30,000 defense fund, 
brought in labor leaders from other cities as

But the jury, composed largely of labor union 
men or the wives of union men, eager to 
break the hold of the racketeers, found 
them guilty. They now are in prison. 
Cleveland has not had a gang murder 
in two, years, and today ieads in the race 
for the title: “Safest Big City in America.” 
Ness—who gets $7500 a year—has refused 
several times that amount to go into private 
employment.

He refers to the German children 
who died of hunger and under- 
nourishment at the close of the 
war. He makes no reference to 
the fact that American Quakers, 
and others, using the voluntary 
gifts of hundreds of thousands of 
humanitarian Americans, fed a 
million German children in the very 
period to which he refers.

At the same time he attacks bour- 
geois society, and his speech pres- 
ages the establishment of complete 
military Communism in Germany. 
He announces that trade, industry 
and finance will be even more 
closely concentrated than they are 
at present under the German state, 
and that the Reichsbank is to be 
transformed into a purely German 
bank of issue. : 
“If need be we will place all the 
production resources of our new 
National Socialist community at the 
disposal of its leaders,” can only 
mean the complete socialization of 
all the means of production.

His statements regarding the 
treatment of religion are not true. 
His categorical remark that. “Na- 
tional Socialism has neither inter- 
fered with the doctrinal teaching 
nor with the creed of any denomi- 
nation” is not in agreement with 
the expressed convictions of the 
Pope, nor with the Confessional Syn- 
od of the Evangelical Church, nor 
with a most remarkable document 
issued by the chaplains of the Ger- 
man army some months ago. 

There is a very serious doctrinal 
conflict between National Sociak 
ism and Christianity on the racial 
question, on marriage, and on the 
teaching of youth. 

Again he completely distorts the 
reasons for the 8S.

If Hitler did not know that, then 
he was the most unknowledgeable 
person in Germany. 

Roehm was shot for political rea- 
sons. And it is for political and re- 
ligious reasons that out of 18,000 
Protestant pastors 1300 have been 
under prison or police arrest since 
1934, and that more than 8000 Cath- 
olic religious leaders have been 
smeared with cl.arges of immoral- 
ity although even in Nazi courts 
only 49 have ever been convicted. 

It is not true that Germany re- 
frains from any intervention in 
American affairs. 

German agents have organized 
groups in the United States and the 
Nazi party is sending masses of 
anti-Semitic propaganda into this 
country, aimed at stirring up in- 
ternal dissension. 

Nazi Germany maintains offices 
for the purpose of persuading Ger- 
man-Americans that their first loy- 
alty is to‘Germany and not to this 
country. 

The answer to Hitler’s charges of 
gigantic Jewish propaganda is in 
the morning papers. “The New 
York Times” devotes two full pages 
to the official German translation 
of the text of Hitler’s speech. The 
Herald Tribune devotes an entire 
page to it. One of the two great 
radio networks of this country car- 
ried Hitler’s speech in its entirety. 
Do the.German newspapers carry 
uncensored texts of President 
Roosevelt’s speeches? Do the Ger- 
man radio stations transmit them 
to the German people, uncensored, 
over the air? 

They do not. 

It is noteworthy that the speech 
makes no reference whatsoever to 
the recently concluded non-aggres- 
sion agreement with the French, 
while giving free hands to Musso- 
lini. 

One can only conclude that if 
Mussolini moves against Tunisia 
Hitler will give him aid, either by 
harassing Britain, or, in the man-

LAWYERS’, DOCTORS’ 
COMMON PROBLEMS 


Bar President Roscoe Anderson 
Discusses Them Before 
Medicai Society. 


Two-thirds of the 2500 practicing 
lawyers in St. Louis make less than 
$5000 a year, President Roscoe An- 


derson of the St. Louis Bar Associ- 
ation said last night in discussing 
economic and educational problems 
common to the legal and medical 
professions in an address before a 
meeting of the St. Louis Medical 
Society and its section on medical 
economics. 

Anderson also discussed briefly 
regulation of private enterprise, 
stating his personal position was 
about midway between the two 
schools of thought, but adding he 
was confident physicians and law- 
yers had the ability and initiative 
to solve their own problems without 
outside interference. 

Bar Secretary Also Speaks. 

William W. Crowdus, secretary of 
the Bar Association, enlarged on 
the theme of Government regula- 
tion. He assailed the Federal in- 
dictment of the American Medical 
Association under the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Law as a threat to the 
independence of the medica! profes- 
sion, embodying an attempt at lay 
control of professional ethics. 

Referring to opposition within 
the medical profession to corporate 
employment of physicians and the 
growth of group health associations, 
Crowdus expressed the opinion that 
if the American people wanted a 
change in the medical economic 
system, the changes should be ac- 
complished through legislative ac- 
tion in states. 

As he read the Sherman Act, he 
said, it did not apply to profes- 
sional men rendering personal ser- 
vices. He took the view that the 
action under the anti-trust law was 
a threat to make the practice of 
medicine a mere trade. 

Physicians and Income: Taxes. 

After Anderson gave the figure 
on incomes of local lawyers, based 
on a report of a committee of the 
American Bar Association, a phy- 
sician asked whether he knew that 
more than half of the physicians in 
St. Louis did not earn enough to 
pay income taxes. Anderson 
chuckled and replied that he had 
no information on the subject. 

Citing additional figures from the 
American Bar report, Anderson 
said it was apparent that young 
men. starting out in both profes- 
sions had better financial opportu- 
nities in rural districts. He spoke 
of the situation in Milwaukee, Wis., 
as typical and similar to that in 
St. Louis. 

In Milwaukee, he said, statistics 
showed lawyers with less than five 
years’ experience averaged $1772 a 
year, whereas attorneys in the 
same class in smaller Wisconsin 
communities averaged $2224, 

Comparative data on the medical 

rofession, he continued, indicated 
young physiciaus had better eco- 
nomic opportlunities than young 
lawyers. In Milwaukee, he said, 
physicians with less than five years’ 
experience averaged $2300 annually, 
surgeons $2800 and specialists $2900. 
In rural districts of Wisconsin, he 
said, physicians averaged $3219, 
surgeons $5000 and_= specialists 
$3484. 


Suggestion to Both Professions, 


His conclusion was that too many 
young men entered professions with 
insufficient information. Both pro- 
fessions, he declared, should take 
steps toward supplying this need. 

Discussing educational facilities 
for both professions, Anderson said 
the medical profession had got a 
start on the legal profession in 
working toward elimination of 
schools considered inadequately 
equipped. In 30 years, he pointed 
out, the American Medical Society 
and groups working with it had 
been «successful in eliminating 
about 50 schools, so that the ap- 
proved number at present was 77. 
On the other hand, he ‘said, there 
were about 180 law schools in this 
country, of which about half were 
not on the approved list of the 
American Bar Association.

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CONGRESSMEN CLASH 


Dingell of Michigan Defends 
Murphy, Calls for Another 
Group te Make Inquiry. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Repre- 


sentatives -Dies (Dem.), Texas, and | 


Dingell (Dem.), Michigan, clashed 
angrily before the House Rules 
‘Committee today after Dingell pro- 
posed continuance of the investi- 
gation of un-American activities by 
a committee other than that head- 
ed by Dies. 

The dispute came after Dingell 
charged the committee with irre- 
sponsibility in allowing a witness 
before it to “call” Attorney-General 
Frank Murphy a Communist. Mur- 
phy at the time was Governor of 
Michigan. 

“No one ever charged Murphy 
with being a Communist,” Dies 
Toared, “Your statement is not 
true, Will you take it back?” 

Dingell said: “Well, you at least 
allowed that impression to go out 
and aided in the assassination of 
the greatest character Michigan 
ever produced.” 

Dingell charged thé Dies Com- 
mittee with unfairness in not call- 
ing Murphy to deny allegations of 
a committee witness that he was 
guilty of “treasonable conduct” in 
his "handling of the Michigan auto- 
mobile sitdown strikes two years 


The Rules Committee is consid- 
ering a resolution to prolong the 
life of the committee by two years 
in order to continue its investiga- 
tions. 

Fighting Resolution. 


Representatives Marcantonio

Investigation Favored. 

The memorandum contended that 
Dies committeemen had condemned 
persons and organizations under 
investigation “even though they 
had not been afforded an oppor- 
tunity to be heard in their own 
defense.” 

The attorneys recommended that 

the Justice Department investigate 
subversive activities in this coun- 
try and that any violations of law 
be vigorously prosecuted. 
- Any non-criminal activities that 
are disclosed, they said, could be 
made the subject for recommenda- 
tions to Congress for corrective 
legislation. 

“If every member of Congress 
Treads this memorandum, he can't 
conscientiously vote for continu- 
ance,” Marcantonio told reporters. 
“The committee has been used as 
@ meat cleaver, particularly against 
Progressives and the New Deal, 
and up to now members have not 
had an opportunity to see this side 
of the situation.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—At the 
start of his fifty-eighth vear, Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt is a 
man abounding in health, humor 
and hope for the future. 

Six strenuous years in the White 
House have failed to impair his 
amazing physical vigor or his 
buoyant spirits. 

I saw the President last Sunday 
at St. Thomas’ Episcopal Church, 
where he and Mrs. Roosevelt at- 
tended services, on the eve of his 
birthday anniversary. 

The years since March 4, 1933 
have deepened the lines in his face, 
have thinned his dark hair and 
sprinkled it with additional gray. 
The bare spot at the crown of his 
head has grown from the size of a 
single silver dollar to that of two. 
There is a new, intensified matur- 
ity in his face. 

But if one did not know his age, 
it would be difficult to guess it, 
for there is about him an air of 
youthfulness that defies the years. 
He has grown older, but he has not 
aged, and his zest for life is not 
dimmed. His ruddy complexion, 
his ‘fine, clear skin and his bright, 
piercing eyes are unchanged. Nor 
have his heavy tasks erased the

Healthy and Tranquil. 


As he entered the church he 
; | looked neither care-worn nor bowed 
;idown by his responsibilities, but 
;ijtranquil. He: still stands straight 
as an arrow; a big n.an, six feet 
tall, whose 188 pounds are evenly 
distributed. 

He came to church as_ unob- 
trusively as is possible for a Presi- 
jdent of the United States. There 
was not a uniform or an inch of 
gold braid, not so much as a high 
hat or a boiled shirt to distinguish 
his presence or to mark the mem- 
bers of his party. The President 
himself wore one of his favorite 
double-breasted blue suits, this one 
slate-blue in color, with a soft 
white shirt and a navy blue tie. 
Today, in the very prime of life, 
he is equally thankful for his un- 
failing high humor and for his 
boundless good health. He tells 
friends that work agrees with him, 
and points to the fact that he has 
gained weight since he entered the 
White House. He weighed ‘184 
when he took office in 1933, four 
pounds less than the scales regis- 
tered three weeks ago. His per- 
sonal physician, Rear Admiral Ross 
T. McIntire, says he is in excellent 
physical condition. 

Roosevelt has a talent for sleep- 
ing soundly. He boasts that six 
years of the White House pace, 
which for generations has been de- 
scribed as killing, have failed to in- 
duce insomnia, but he never fails to 
knock wood when he says it. 


Collector of Roosevelt Jokes. 

He gives thanks that he can still 
laugh, and proves it by making a 
collection of the thousand and one 
Roosevelt stories that have re- 
placed the Mae West stories in re- 
cent years, as the West yarns su- 
perseded those about the T-model 
Ford. He’s discovered that most 
of the Roosevelt yarns originate in 
Wall street or on the fashionable 
North Shore of Long Island, where 
he never expects to win a popular- 
ity contest. He has no favorites 
among them, but laughs -:qually 
heartily at all of them. He hears 
a new one almost every day and re- 
gards Wall street’s endless inven- 
tion’ of such tales as little short of 
marvelous. 
The President is still devoted to 
his stamp collection, although those 
close to him say his Hyde Park es- 
tate now is his No. 1 hobby. and 
relaxation from affairs of state.

Occasionally Roosevelt snatches 
an hour to study the elaborate 
maps of the Hyde Park estate which 
he always keeps handy. Together 
with experts from the New York 
State College of Forestry, he plans 
a definite annual replanting for his 
forest acres as they are thinned 
each December by the sale of 
Christmas trees. About 25,000 trees 
are planted each year, and he 
knows the location of each when 
it is planted. 

About once a week, the Presi- 
dent finds time to do a croégs- 
word puzzle. He usually spends 
an hour in reading after he goes 
to bed. Six new books are usual- 
ly placed by his bedside so he 
may have a variety of reading. 
Sometimes he reads a detective 
thriller, sometimes it’s biography, 
and occasionally a novel. He 
doesn’t waste much time on even 
the longest of the modern novels, 
allowing himself no more than two 
hours to skim through one that 
runs to more than 1000 pages. 

Likes to Tease His Associates. 

The President enjoys teasing the 
members of his official family and 
his associates. At the moment, 
Secretary of Commerce Harry Hop- 
kins and Senator Adams of Colo- 
rado aie his particular’ targets. 
Ever since Senator Mathew Neely 
of West Virginia described Hop- 
kins as greater than Christopher 
Columbus, George Washington and 
Abraham Lincoln, the President has 
twitted Hopkins unmercifully about 
his new place in history. 

Roosevelt was thunderstruck 
and touched recently when 49,343 
New York school children voted 
him “the most-loved” man, with 
God second and Washington and 
Lincoln trailing.

~ TRIPLE THAT OF EUROPE 


Ratio Also Incluges Figures for 
Japan, Chile. Australia 
and New Zeaiand. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
GENEVA, Feb. 1—There were 

approximately three times as many 

unemployed in the United States 


during the last quarter of 1938 as 
in Europe, Australia and New Zea- 
jand—with Japan and Chile thrown 
in for good measure—it was shown 
by figures just compiled by the In- 
ternational Labor Office here. 

The United States figure of 10,- 
874,741 was an increase of 2,668,535 
over the same period in 1937, but 
represented a decrease of 969,498 
from the total for the third quar- 
ter of 1938. The nearest approach 
to the volume of American unem- 
ployment among the 24 countries 
contributing statistics for the 
I, L. O. report was in Great Brit- 
ain and Northern Ireland with 1, 
828,103 jobless. France had 400,956 
and Germany 152,430 unemployed. 
New Zealand reported only 1575, a 
reduction of 14,979 over the cor- 
responding period of 1987. 


In general, the figures showed 
that unemployment increased in 13 
countries and decreased in 11 dur-: 


ing the last three months of 1938. 
Increases were reported in Au- 
stralia, Belgium, Canada, Chile, 
Estonia, Finland, France, Great- 
Britain, Hungary, Lithuania, Nor- 
way, Switzerland and the United 
States. With the exception of the 
’ United States, the greatest increase, 
828,900, was in Great, Britain; the 
smaliest, 246, in Estonia. 

Decreases were 
Czecho-Slovakia, Danzig, Denmark, 
Germany, Ireland, Japan, The 
Wetherlands, New Zealand, Poland, 
Rumania and Sweden. The great- 
est, 420,191, was in Germany.

Aly lost both legs 
in a switching accident in 1929. 
* Mrs. Aly declared in her petition 
that at the time Aly wrote the 
notes to four officials of the ter- 
minal describing his claim as “faked, 
fixed and framed,” he was of un- 
sound mind. She has filed a mo- 
tion in Circuit Court at Farming- 
ton, Mo., to set aside the divorce. 


HOUSING AUTHORITY SEEKS 
MORE SLUM CLEARANCE FUNDS 


Agency Has Earmarked $800,000,- 
000 for Low Rent Projects in 
263 Towns.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1. — The 
United States Housing Authority 
said in its annual report yesterday 
that “a long hiatus” was in pros- 
pect for the slum clearance and 
low-rent housing program unless 
Congress appropriated more money. 

In the first year of its existence 
USHA used up an original author- 
ization of $500,000,000 and the sub- 
sequent authorization of $300,000,- 
000. Administrator Nathan Straus 
estimated future needs at not less 
than $500,000,000, 

The report said there are under 
contract USHA loans totaling $320,- 
986,000 for some 140 low-rent hous- 
ing projects in 75 communities. 
In addition, 123 communities now 
have outstanding USHA earmark- 
ings amounting to $328,803,000., 


NAPLES POLICE ACCUSE 60 
OF CORNERING COFFEE SUPPLY 


Group Alleged to Have Forced 
Price Up to $1.50 a 
Pound.

NAPLES, Italy, Feb. 1.—Police

The camp 
‘at Argeles, officials said, would 
be built entirely by Spaniards who 
choose to live in it. 

The concentration camp idea 
plus the sight of food trucks roll- 
ing into Spain already had sent a 
large number of Government ex- 
woldiers back to the units they de- 
perted. 

Heavy reinforcements of French 
troops, nevertheless, poured into 
the frontier zone to barricade 
France against a possible mass re- 
treat of the Government: armies 
fighting against the insurgents in 
Catalonia. 

Minister of Interior Albert Sar- 
raut conferred with civil and mili- 
tary authorities who said prepara- 
tions were being made to prevent 
Spanish soldiers from overrunning 
French soil. Sarraut ordered the 
entry of Spain’s civilian refugees 
into France to be speeded lest they 
be caught in the threatened stam- 


pede. 

The insurgent drive northward 
from Barcelona was reported 
glowed down by stiffened Govern- 
ment resistance and muddy roads, 
but*in the center of the line Gen- 
éralissimo Francisco Franco’s 
forces were said to have advanced 
to within five miles of Vich, high- 
way town about 30 miles north of 
Barcelona and the same distance 
from the French border. 


The border town of Cerbere was 
the scene of an intensive clean-up 
campaign prior to the visit by Sar- 
raut and Minister of Public Health 
Marc Rucart yesterday.

Robbery Sentence Gets Year for 
Counterfeiting.

CHICAGO, Feb. 1.—Harold I. 
Peterson, of Fillmore, Mo., who has 
served seven years of a 20-year sen- 
tence in the Missouri penitentiary 
for bank robbery, was sentenced 
to a year and a day yesterday on 
a counterfeiting charge, the sen- 
tence to run concurrently.

Appellate Court found today that 
Quin O’Brien was not the bride- 
groom of Miss Marguerite Eustice, 
but it refused to grant the former 
City Corporation Counsel an an- 
nulment. 

Ruling on an appeal from the Su- 
Yperior Court, the appellate judges 
pointed out the trial court found 
that O’Brien was not legally mar- 
ried at Morrison, Ill., Feb. 3, 1937, 
and then asked: “How can the 
court annul that which never ex- 
isted?” 

O’Brien, 68 years old, charged 
he was kidnaped by friends and 
relatives of Miss Eustice, confront- 
ed with a justice of the peace and 
forced to go through a wedding 
ceremony. 

“In this case the evident purpose 
of the complaint filed was to have 
set aside the record of a fraudulent 
marriage ceremony,’ the higher 
court said in its decision, with the 
word “record” underlined. 

“Marriage, as in all civil con- 
tracts, requires that the parties 
give their voluntary consent. Where 
such consent is sought by duress, 
even though the contract be en- 
tered into, the validity of the con- 
tract is destroyed and renders the 
marriage void.”

Child's Life 
Is Good Idea 


But Trouble Comes in Se- 
lecting One That Is Not 


Suited to Him. 


By Angelo Patri 


ORKING with mothers and 
children, I think I see some- 
thing of a common habit 
among mothers. Each of them 
seems to have in mind some par- 
ticular pattern of child upon which 
she wants to fashion her young- 
ster. Usually the child does not 
fit the pattern; occasionally it does. 

Having a pattern for a child's 
training is a good idea in itself. 
The troubles come in selecting a 
pattern that is wrong for the child 
in question. If he happens to be 
hand-minded, then trying to make 
him a scholar won't do. If he hap- 
pens to be a primitive-minded sort, 
then trying to make a society gen- 
tleman of him is not going to suc- 
ceed. If the girl is a domestic be- 
ing, she will not fit the movie-queen 
pattern. So it goes. 

It is natural for mothers to 
dream. It is essential that they 
have hopes and ambitions for their 
children. It is most essential, how-| 
ever, that their dreams be allied to 
these hopes and ambitions, and 
that all of them be related to the 
capacities, the gifts, the nature of 
the child concerned. If this is not 
so the child is certain to be very 
unhappy; and I have never known 
an unhappy child to be succesgful. 


There is an old saying: “Cut your 
pattern to your cloth.”

CHAPTER SEVEN. 

F Athens had fewer coffee houses 
J ana the brew they served were 

less inflammatory, politics might 
be as easy going as most other 
things in this gateway to the Near 
East, and it might not-be quite so 
hard to govern the volatile Greeks. 
But George II, King of the Hel- 
lenes, as he styles himself, has his 
royal hands full. Since his return 
to Greece in 1935, after 12 years of 
pinchpenny exile in London, King 
George has been busy placating the 
violently antagonistic political fac- 
tions of his country, and he has 
been doing such a smooth job of 
it he was asked not long ago to 
become the head of the Greek Com- 
munist party. 

He is popular with virtually ev- 
erybody—except the aristocratic 
Athenian society dowagers, who 
have an irreconcilable grudge 
against him. They resent the fact 
that there is no social life at the 
royal court. 

The handsome, dapper King 
leads a hermit-like existence dodg- 
ing ambitious Greek ladies because 
—ever since his divorce from Queen 
Elizabeth, sister of King Carol of 
Rumania—he has been in love with 
a titled Englishwoman who spends 
most of her time in Athens. Shortly 
after King George’s return to 
Greece, it seems that no fewer 
than 15 Greek ladies of high-stand- 
ing in the capital, irked by the 
King’s seeming indifference to so- 
ciety, were inspired with the same 
bright idea. Each one, however, 
thought it was her own brainchild 
and kept it a deep and dark secret 
from the others. 

The idea was to steal a march on 
the rest of Greek society by ar- 
ranging to be the first woman re- 
ceived in private audience by the 
King, thus breaking the ice that 
seemed to be clogging social life at 
the royal court. Each of them came 
to the palace separately and wrote 
her name in the book of presenta- 
tions as required by the rules of 
the palace. Then, with anxious 
twitterings and flutterings, they 
awaited some word from the King. 

A few days passed and just as 
the ladies were beginning to worry, 
the precious invitations arrived, 
very formal, very stiff, but gratify- 
ing. 

Five minutes before the appoint- 
ed time, the first of the ladies ar- 
rived, invitation in hand. The liv- 
eried chamberlain asked her to 
wait. But before she had a chance 
to peep at the mirror and make 
certain her nose was propérly pow- 
dered, she was taken aback by the 
appearance on the scene of the 
second lady who belonged to her 
own set. 

“Why, of all things, my dear, are 
you also going to be received by 
His Majesty?” 

“Yes, mfy dear, and I can’t tell 
you how surprised I am to meet 
you here. I thought’— 

Arched eyebrows. Each looked 
at her wrist watch to be sure she 
had not mistaken the hour. No, it 
was exactly 5 p. m. 

And in a few seconds, a third 
lady arrived, then a fourth ...a 
fifth a fifteenth. Like a 
mourning party, the 15 perfumed 
and bejeweled ladies waited in the 
anteroom with long faces and fidge- 
ty fingers. 

Suddenly, the portals of the pal- 
acé swung open and in walked 
King George. He went through the 
ordeal with his most professional 
smile, his most conventional hand- 
shake, and the most impersonal 
phrases of welcome he could mus- 
ter. A few minutes later, the well- 
trained chamberlain was already 
ushering the 15 furious ladies 
through the nearest exit... . 

The King of Greece is the only 
post-war European monarch who 
staged a “comeback” after having 
once been deposed and banished 
from his country. Throughout his 
youth he was in the thick of the 
violent turmoil constantly raging 
around the “unluckiest throne in 
Europe.” Although he is only 48 
now, during his lifetime his grand- 
father, George I, was slain by an 
assassin at Salonika in 1913; his 
own father, the late King Constan- 
tine, was twice deposed and finally 
died in exile; and his brother, who 
succeeded to the throne before him 
as King Alexander, was killed by 


the bite of a pet monkey.

[) ties suspected that, despite the 

ostensible neutrality of Greece, 
George’s father, King Constantine, 
favored the cause of the Kaiser. 
Constantine, who had led the 
Greeks into disastrous wars in the 
Balkans, was never very popular 
and the allies found a brilliant con- 
spirator in the shrewd Greek poli- 
tical genius, Eleutherios Venizelos. 

Venizelos was more than will- 
ing to play their game. He 
fomented a revolution that forced 
Constantine off the throne in 1917. 
George, who was the Crown Prince, 
was considered as “pro-German” as 
his father, and so in the succession 
to the throne Venizelos and his 
party passed him over and set up 
his younger, more susceptible broth- 
er, Alexander, as a dummy king. 

After Alexander’s sudden death 
from the infection of his pet mon- 
key’s bite, Constantine was _re- 
called to the throne in 1920, but 
he quickly proceeded to get himself 
in hot water again. He fancied him- 
self a great General and led the 
Greek armies once more into a 
disastrous campaign in Asia Minor 
against the Turks. 

The Greeks were disgracefully 
beaten and the country blamed 
Constantine for the defeat. His 
own army turned on him. One day 
in September, 1922, a military plane 
flew over Athens and dropped leaf- 
lets demanding the immediate ab- 
dication of the King. Constantine 
didn’t hesitate long. On Sept. 27 
he signed his formal abdication pa- 
pers turning over the crown to his 
son, George, who ascended the 
throne the same day as King 
George II. 

Eighteen months earlier, George 
had married Princess Elizabeth, 
daughter of Queen Marie of Ru- 
mania. 

Almost from the day he took over 
the tarnished crown from his fa- 
ther, George was a virtual prison- 
er in the royal palace. The new 
Cabinet that came into power aft- 
er Constantine’s abdication was a 
blood-thirsty one bent on wholesale 
revenge for the disastrous Asia Mi- 
nor campaigns. Six former Min- 
isters and Generals were court- 
martialed and shot. 

King George, 32 years old at the 
time and a newcomer in pgéitics,

bud and he was forced to flee with 
Queen Elizabeth on Dec. 17, 1923, 
after the National Assembly  or- 
dered him out of the country. 


The Glocksburg Dynasty, which 
is the official name of the Greek 
royal family, was deposed, all of 
its possessions were confiscated, 
and Greece was proclaimed a re- 
public. George had been King for 
only 15 months. One thing, how- 
ever, he courageously refused _ to 
do. He would not sign a formal 
deed of abdication, although he was 
offered the return of some of his 
properties if he would so so, In- 
stead, in a parting letter to the 
President of the Council of Minis- 
ters, he merely stated that he was 
“going away for the time being.” 

Queen Elizabeth apparently had 
little regret over the turn of events. 
She was sick and tired of Greek 
politics and she finally told her 
husband that throne or no throne 
she would prefer life in Rumania. 
They separated. A few years later, 
George, living the quiet life of an 
exile at Brown’s Hotel in London, 
with only $10,000 a year to his 
name, received notice from a Bu- 
charest court to appear and defend 
himself against his wife’s divorce 
action. He ignored it. After 40 
minutes of deliberation the court 
granted a dissolution of their mar- 
riage. It had been an unhappy 
childless marriage and there was 
no love lost when the ties were 
broken, 

George, in modest circum- 
stances though he' was, became 
a popular figure in London's 
fashionable court circles and 
a frequent visitor at Buckingham 
Palace. He was a familiar guest 
at the best country houses. Ultra- 
British in his manners, he was in 
great demand socially and for 12 
years he enjoyed his exile, riding, 
hunting and traveling. Even in 
exile, George was a stickler for 
etiquette and propriety. In Lon- 
don, they still laugh over the inci- 
dent in the vestibule of Quaglino’s 
restaurant where a wealthy Amer- 
ican approached George, who was 
waiting for some dinner guests and, 
mistaking the immaculately dressed 
ex-King for the head waiter, asked 
him for “a table for six.” It was 
earlier than most Englishmen dine. 
Without batting an eye, George 
escorted the party graciously if a 
bit stiffly to the entrance and told 
the American he could take which- 
ever of the many empty tables he 
cared to. Just then the manager 
came up, flabbergasted. With great 
bowing and scraping he explained 
to the American who is was had 
done the honors for him. All three 
laughed after an embarrassed 
pause and George passed it off 
with a courteous nod as he walked 
away to join his own party. 

George found time during his 
exile to engage in his favorite 


sports. He has always been an en- 
thusiastic athlete, a good swim- 
mer, tennis player and horseman, 
In 1928, he went before the Ox- 
ford Union and debated against the 
Spanish Prof. Salvador de Mada- 
riaga on the advantages of “athletic 
as against esthetic education.” 

The ex-King declared: 

“Instinctively, I distrust the pro- 
fessor and pedant. Give me a burly 
man of bone and gristle. The world 
is too full already of bookworms 
and blue stockings, long-haired men 
and short-haired women,” 

Madariaga, whose silver-tongued 
oratory was later to resound 
through the halls of the League of 
Nations as Spain’s chief delegate, 
carried off the victory, but there 
were plenty of cheers for the royal 
loser. 

Meanwhile, during the 12 years 
that followed the overthrow of the 
monarchy, Greece went from bad 
to worse. Cabinet after cabinet 
toppled. General discontent over 
internal economic woes hung like a 
black shadow over the country. The 
Republic was converted into an 
iron-handed dictatorship under 
Field Marshal George (“The Thun- 
derbolt”) Kondylis. By 1935, 
Greece was in the throes of open 
revolution once more, with Venize- 
los again leading the “outs” against 
the “ins.” He was crushed in 12 
dramatic days, but the country was 
so shaken something had to be 
done quickly to restore public con- 
fidence. Kondylis found royalist 
sentiment rising in Greece by leaps 
and bounds. Of the 300 seats in 
parliament, 287 were captured by 
royalist supporters in the elections 
of June 9. Kondylis proclaimed the 
abolition of the Republic, declared 


‘himself Regent, convoked the Na- 


tional Assembly to decree a resto- 
ration and telegraphed George to 
fly back to Athens at once, 
* * * 

W revolution reached hint, 

was shooting lions and tigers 
in India as the guest of the Maha- 
rajah of Bikanir. He didn’t bother 
to interrupt the expedition. And 
even when he returned to London, 
he appeared none too anxious to 
give up the comforts of exile for 
the uncertainties of Greece's 
throne. 

George received a delegation of 
Greek leaders in July of 1935, but 
informed them he would not re- 
turn unless there was a national 
plebiscite in Greece with at least 
a 60 per cent vote in favor of his 
restoration. Kondylis staked a ple- 
biscite pretty much under the muz- 
zles of his troops’ guns and the re- 
sult was 95 per cent in favor of 
George’s return, the vote being 
1,491,992 to 32,454. 

George hesitated no longer. He 
packed his belongings, and on Nov. 
14, accompanied by his younger 
brother, Prince Paul, he _ started 
homeward. At the station to bid 
him farewell were the then Prince 
of Wales, the Duke and Duchess 
of York (now King and Queen of 
Britain), and the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Kent. 

The royal party traveled by train 
to Brindisi, Italy, where the Greek 
warship Helle and an escort of 
two destroyers awaited the return- 
ing King. Ulysses returning from 
his Odyssey, George sailed back to 
Greece and rode into the capital
